The provision requiring Chinese labor- 
ers in this country to register and ob- 
tain certificates was not inserted for the 
purpose of securing a deportation of the 
Chinese, but for the single purpose of 
enabling the government to BO desig- 
nate Chinese laborers in this country 
entitled to remain here, that they might 
)jo distinguished from those being smug- 
gled across our borders. There had 
hfen a deal of absurd talk and ignorant 
criticism about the provision, lie win 
more responsible for the provision of 
i•i-jiif-tnitioii than any other man in the 
United Htates, for he drafted it. As de- 
portation of the Chinese was not U 
purpose of tho law, it was not incon 
putible with the intention of the act lu 
extend thcJJmc in which Chinese may

Doon win hanged in tin- county jail here 
thia morning at lO.rtii o'clock for the 
murder of William Shenton, a painter, 
un December 22, 1890. 


The murderer was a domestic in the 


service of T. Ii. Terry, and .SI i en ton had 
a job of painting the house. On the day 
of the murder Shenlon quarreled with 
the Chinaman overcome trilling matter, 
and when he quit work he was over- 
taken by Lee l)oon, who in a cowardly 
manner shot him in the hack with a re- 
volver. 


Doon slept poorly last night. He 


went to sleep frequently, but awoke at 
short intervals and tossed and turned. 
Sheriff Harrison at 8.30 read the death 
warrant to him. He listened calmly to 
the reading of the document and made 
110 remark. Hall an hour later he ale a 
good and substantial breakfast 
and 


afterwards smoked two cigarettes. 


He talked constantly about hifi case 


and reiterated over and over again thai 
he was innocent, as he had not intended 
to kill Shenton, but had only fired to 
frighten him when Shentoii tried to 
beat him. He hoped to the last for ex- 
ecutive clemency, and was encouraged 
by those around'him to believe that ho 
would receive it. 
This was done to 


keep him quiet. Doon was quite nerv- 
ous as the time approached for his exe- 
cution, but 
met' bis 
fate, without 


flinching.

has been a nyHlum of national eo-opcra- 
tivo credit cxtuudod by the nation with- 
out interest. 


Now we have tliis individual system 


of privato credits, based upon usury, 
and we have its results. It is either, 
right or wrong, true or false, good or 
bad. If it is morally wrong, it ii scien- 
tifically wrong, ami legally wrong. 


The whole system of credit or cur- 


rency is so allied with usury (intereHton 
money) that at the very threshold we 
must examine this question. Is usury 
right'/ The school of Mammon nays, 
"yes." 
Many modern writers say, 
"yes." Hut the precepts deemed divine 
by this great mass of inUiruHL tukuro nay, 
"no," 
and tho sagea of tin; age say, 


"no." 
If the ancient precepts against usury 


are divine, it is because they are true. 
Tho divinity of a precept lies in its truth. 
All truth is scientific; all truth is mor- 
ally binding. The divine (ruth of any 
precept can be proved by the result of 
violating tlie Biiine persistently. 1 f such 
violation produce good results and is 
beneficial to the masses of tlie people, 
to society at large in a national sense, 
the precept in not. true, for, "My their 
fruits ye shall know them."

On Friday night about 40 


nasked men at the sound ot the fire 
jell assembled at Chinatown and pro- 
ecded lo eject the Chinamen from tlieir 
lousca preparatory to inarching Ihem 
ut of the 
town.

The ollicers ordered the rioters to dis- 


perse'but being outnumbered drew off 
a get assistance and the rioters pro- 
eeded to loot Ihe Chinese and storied 
hem under guard toward Freano. 
The officers returned with assistance 


and undertook to arrest a number of 
them including T. K. Vinjent, who was 
Ihe ring leader of the affair. 
Vin/.ent bolted and Constable Spencer 


took a shot al him, peeling the hair off

iromptly baited and was locked up. 


A posse was sent after Hie gang which 


md Ihe Chinese in charge and overtook 
them near Fowler and arrested the 
rioters and took the whole outfit hack to 
Selraa, and locked it up.
